cables fro m (îen. Creig hto n 
Abrams, fo rmer U.S. co m­ 
mander in Vietnam, and El­ 
lswo rth Bu nker, fo rmer U.S. 
ambassado r in Saig o n. 
Adams, a fo rmer CIA in­ 
tellig ence analy st, said Abrams 
and Bu nker insisted o n keep ing 
o fficial estimates o f Viet Co ng 
tro o p streng th at abo u t 3 00,000, 
desp ite intellig ence rep o rts that 
indicated enemy streng th at 
abo u t 6 00,000. 
He said the fig u res were al­ 
tered in o rder to su p p o rt their 
co ntentio n that the Viet Co ng 
were demo ralized by U.S. mili­ 
tary su ccesses. 
“Altho u g h o u r aim was to 
fo o l the American p ress, the 
p u blic and Co ng ress, we u nin­ 
tentio nally su cceeded best in 
fo o ling o u rselv es,” Adams said. 
The misinfo rmatio n led to 
U.S. military fo rces, the Co n­ 
g ress and the American p u blic 


being cau g ht by su rp rise at the 
intensity o f the Tet o ffensiv e, 
lau nched o n Jan. 3 0, 
1968, 
Adams said. 
The two cables p ro du ced by 
Adams were listed amo ng se­ 
cret do cu ments which the In­ 
tellig ence Co mmittee had su b­ 
p o enaed, bu t no t receiv ed, fro m 
the Fo rd administratio n. 


In a cable dated Au g . 20, 
1967, Abrams rep o rted that new 
estimates o f the size o f Viet 
Co ng fo rces were “in sharp 
co ntrast” to the 229 ,000 fig u re 
g iv en to the p ress. The cable 
su g g ested that two tro o p cate­ 
g o ries be deleted fro m the esti­ 
mates in o rder to retain the o ld 
fig u re. 
“We hav e been p ro jecting an 
imag e o f su ccess o v er the re­ 
cent mo nths,” the Abrams 
cable ex p lained. 
The cable said that if the tru e 
nu mber o f Viet Co ng tro o p s be­ 
came p u blic “all av ailable cav ­ 
eats and ex p lanatio ns will no t 
p rev ent the p ress fro m drawing 
an erro neo u s and g lo o my co n­ 
clu sio n. 
“All tho se who hav e an in­ 
co rrect v iew o f the war will be 
reinfo rced,” the cable said, 
“and the task will be mo re dif­ 
ficu lt.”

“We believ e y o u r decisio ns du ring neg o tiatio ns were 
so mething less than ho no rable and beneath y o u r dig nity ,” 
said Richard McCarthy , Dix o n Teacher’s Asso ciatio n 
p resident, addressing a standing -ro o m-o nly cro wd at 
Wednesday ’s Dix o n Scho o l Bo ard meeting at So u th Cen­ 
tral Scho o l. 
McCarthy p resented Bo ard President James Dix o n 
with a p etitio n bearing the names o f all 243 members o f 
the DTA, mo st o f who m were in attendance as a sho w o f 
u nity . The p etitio n endo rsed the DTA accep tance o f the 
fact-finder’s rep o rt, y et to be p resented. “. . . Therefo re 
the issu e with u s is no lo ng er a mo netary issu e bu t rather a 
co ntract issu e,” said McCarthy . “We u rg e y o u (the 
bo ard) to g iv e serio u s co nsideratio n to accep tance o f the 
fact-finder’s rep o rt u p o n y o u r receip t o f that do cu ment.” 
McCarthy ’s remarks, co ntained in a two -p ag e p re­ 
p ared statement, were met with ap p lau se fro m tho se 
p resent, as they sto o d in su p p o rt o f their req u est. 
Co ntract talks between the DTA and bo ard neg o tiat­ 
ing teams bro ke do wn in mid-su mmer and the two sides 
went first to a mediato r in attemp ts to settle the disp u te. 
Lew Mo o re, o f the Federal Mediatio n and Co nciliatio n 
Serv ice, Ro ckfo rd, was u nsu ccessfu l in bring ing the sides 
t(^ether. 
Dav e Do lnick, Chicag o , was then called in to act as 
fact-finder in the disp u te. Do lnick met with bo th sides o n 
Sep t. 2 and he (Do lnick) is ex p ected to su bmit his finding s 
within 3 0 day s. 
So filled was the fo u rth-flo o r g y mnasiu m at So u th 
Central Scho o l that the p o sted cap acity o f that ro o m, la­ 
beled 200 max imu m, was o v erlo o ked. The no n-sig n wav ­ 
ing cro wd sat q u ietly as McCarthy addressed the bo ard 
and left ju st as q u ietly witho u t any resp o nse fro m the 
bo ard. 
McCarthy stru ck o u t at the irresp o nsiv eness o f the 
bo ard, say ing “we believ e y o u hav e u p held y o u r rig hts 
witho u t meeting y o u r resp o nsibilities. Until this y ear y o u 
hav e alway s carried o u t y o u r resp o nsibilities. Bu t this 
y ear, by y o u r o wn admissio n. . . y o u stated y o u dev elo p ed 
y o u r (salary ) p ackag e du ring two ex ecu tiv e sessio ns and 
threw it o u t du ring a neg o tiating sessio n in May say ing 
‘That’s it’.” 
He co ntinu ed: “Under ev en the mo st liberal defini­ 
tio n, that can no t be called barg aining in g o o d faith. Yo u 
were no t willing to mo v e fro m y o u r p o sitio n in sp ite o f the 
fact that the federal mediato r ex p lained that bo th p arties 
mu st be willing to mo v e fro m their last p o sitio n,” to reach 
acco rd. 
Sp eaking o f co mmu nity p ressu re, the bo ard indicated 
it was beset by req u ests to “ho ld the line.” McCarthy 
charg ed, “Did y o u tell these same p eo p le y o u hav e a leg al 
co ntract and a resp o nsibility to barg ain in g o o d faith? Did 
y o u tell them, as y o u to ld u s, that it was no t a q u estio n o f 
mo ney ?” 
Bo ard members listened as McCarthy p o inted to a 
$115,000 su rp lu s in the salaries acco u nt o f the bu dg et fro m 
last y ear. “And this was befo re any mo nies u nder the new 
tax rate became av ailable. Ev en if y o u had all the p u blic 
p ressu res y o u referred to , y o u still had an o blig atio n to u s 
to barg ain in g o o d faith.” 
The DTA sp o kesman said the membership feels their 
co ntract is being “threatened” by the bo ard. “If y o u (the 
bo ard) are allo wed to disreg ard it (co ntract) at any time 
y o u feel p ressu red, then it isn’t wo rth the p ap er it’s p rint­ 
ed o n. We believ e y o u need to seek the classro o m teach­ 
er’s adv ice o n edu catio nal matters ju st as y o u seek an at­ 
to rney ’s adv ice o n leg al matters. Yo u are dealing with 243 
members who hav e u nanimo u sly endo rsed their barg ain­ 
ing team and who hav e u nanimo u sly declared their will­ 
ing ness to accep t the fact-finder’s rep o rt,” 
Bo ard members made no resp o nse to the statement 
and to o k no actio n o n the p lea to accep t the fact-finder’s 
rep o rt. 
The two sides remained $200 ap art o n base salary de­ 
mands, with the DTA ho lding o u t fo r $9 ,6 00. McCarthy 
said earlier Wednesday his membership wo u ld fo llo w the 
fact-finder’s rep o rt “ev en if it reco mmended a lo wer sal­ 
ary .” 
In reg u lar bo ard actio n, members p av ed the way fo r 
co nstru ctio n o f a p arking lo t facility at Eldena Scho o l as 
p art o f an o v erall remo deling and bu ilding ex p ansio n at 
the sp ecial edu catio n facility . 
A bid fro m Mig hell Co nstru ctio n Co ., Dix o n, fo r $4,6 9 8 


was ap p ro v ed by the bo ard, which serv es as the adminis­ 
trativ e district o f the Lee Co u nty Sp ecial Edu catio n Asso ­ 
ciatio n. The asso ciatio n is fu nded by Dix o n and fiv e area 
scho o l districts. 
The Mig hell bid is fo r ex cav atio n and cru shed sto ne 
fo r a p arking lo t behind the ex isting facility . Estimated 
co st fo r the additio n has been set at $586 ,000, acco rding to 
Neil Petersen, a member o f the sp ecial edu catio n bo ard. 
He stressed that no increase in tax es will be needed to fi­ 
nance the co nstru ctio n. The asso ciatio n has been lev y ing 
a fo u r-cent tax fo r the p ast three y ears. Petersen said the 
tax will need to be ex tended fiv e mo re y ears to meet the 
co st o f the additio n. Bids o n the p ro ject were o p ened Mo n­ 
day . 
Planned in the additio n are two p re-scho o l class­

The no to rio us wheat deal the So ­ 
v iets nego tiated with this co untry in 
1 97 2 co uld (if we may mix a meta­ 
pho r) turn o ut to be small po tato es 
co mpared to the use they are mak­ 
ing o f suppo sedly canny American 
businessmen in the current era o f 
“ detente.” 
Acco rding to the co lumnist team 
o f Jack Anderso n and Les Whitten, 
while there has been a welco me re­ 
lax atio n o f tensio ns between o ur two 
co untries—which is what detente 
means—the United States is pay ing 
a price that the American peo ple 
hav en’t been to ld abo ut in the fo rm 
o f a significant “ techno lo gy drain” 
fro m the United 
States 
to 
the 
U.S.S.R. 
Because So v iet techno lo gy lags 
y ears behind o urs in the mo st impo r­ 
tant fields, including agriculture, 
deep-sea ex plo ratio n, co mputers 
and aircraft and space science, they 
hav e little to o ffer but much to gain 
fro m the techno lo gical “ ex change.” 
With the activ e enco uragement o f 
the State and Co mmerce Depart­ 
ments, and to the dismay o f U.S. in­ 
telligence analy sts, say the writers, 
American firms hav e already ex ­ 
po rted o r are planning to ex po rt to 
the So v iet Unio n millio ns o f do llars 
wo rth o f techno lo gical info rmatio n 
and pro ducts inv o lv ing ev ery thing 
fro m wide-bo died jets to adv anced 
co mputers. 
One U.S. co mpany , fo r ex ample, 
has signed preliminary agreements 
to help the Russians build plants fo r 
the manufacture o f co mputers and 
asso ciated equipment, a field in 


which the So v iets are at least 10 
y ears behind us. American firms are 
also selling licenses and detailed in­ 
fo rmatio n which will permit the 
Russians to build the v ario us pro d­ 
ucts themselv es. 
Actually , this is no t the first time 
the Co mmunists hav e fo und it im­ 
mensely beneficial to do business 
with the v ery capitalists they are 
dedicated to o v erthro wing. Back in 
the 1 920s, American engineering 
kno w-ho w helped bail o ut the So v iets 
in their early attempts to industrial­ 
ize. What is different to day is o nly 
the sco pe o f the assistance. 
It is o ne thing to pursue a po licy 
o f detente and to wo rk fo r the no r­ 
malizatio n o f trade and o ther rela­ 


tio ns with the So v iet Unio n. But as 
Anderso n and Whitten po int o ut, de­ 
tente, at least as regards So v iet- 
American scientific co o peratio n, 
has so far largely been o ne way . It is 
difficult to see what the United 
States, o r the West, stands to gain in 
the lo ng run fro m peddling its tech- 
no lo gicalsuperio rity fo r 
a 
quick 
buck to a so ciety that remains 
clo sed, to talitarian and inimical to 
ev ery thing that Western demo cracy 
represents. 
The Marx ists hav e an o ld say ing 
that when the last capitalist is 
hanged, it will be with the ro pe he 
so ld his o wn ex ecutio ners. 
The mo re ro pe that is so ld, the 
so o ner the hanging?

REFLECTIONS— Two Bav a­ 
rian immigrant bro thers, who 
had been peddling dry go o ds in 
New Yo rk City in 1 8 50, fo llo wed 
the Go ld Rush west to Califo rnia 
taking with them bo lts o f heav y 
clo th they ho ped to sell fo r mak­ 
ing tents. 
When they go t to Califo rnia the 
pair disco v ered the miners want­ 
ed pants no t tents, so Lev i jeans 
were bo rn. 
The clo th intended to be made 
into tents so o n appeared as pants 
and thus started a lo ng career fo r 
the rugged blue denim apparel 
which became po pular with min­ 
ers, co wpo kes, farm hands and 
wo rkers in general until the wear 
o f them began to decline, ro ughly 
with the mechanizatio n o f agri­ 
culture. 
As ev ery o ne kno ws blue jeans 
regained po pularity in the 1 960s to 
so me degrees as a badge o r pro ­ 
test by rebellio us y o ung peo ple. 
That was o nly the beginning o f 
the resurgence o f jeans’ po pulari­ 
ty and to day many y o ung peo ple 
o f bo th sex es o wn mo re pairs o f 
jeans than any item o f o uter 
clo thing. 
Back in 1 8 50, o ne o f the Cali­ 
fo rnia trav elers fro m New Yo rk 


was Lev i Strauss, who gav e ms 
name to the mo st po pular o f all 
jeans. In fact, to day the Lev i label 
can be fo und no t o nly o n jeans fo r 
bo th sex es, but o n shirts, skirts, 
blo uses, and jackets. 
So great is the demand fo r blue 
denim to make o uter wear, the 
co mmo dity is in sho rt supply 
which is part o f the reaso n so me 
jeans are no w made o f po ly ester 
knit and o ther Lev i apparel fro m 
manmade shirt material and 
these clo thes may co me in almo st 
any co lo r and are av ailable in 
v ario us pattern designs. 
No t lo ng after Lev i Strauss 
started pro ducing pants fo r the 
miners o ne suggested he rein­ 
fo rce the stress po ints with riv ets. 
Mining was rugged wo rk and 
hard o n the o uter clo thes and the 
men o ften carried pieces o f o re in 
the pants po ckets. 
Strauss, with an assist fro m 
ano ther tailo r, Jaco b Dav is, so o n 
bro ught o ut the riv eted Lev is. The 
reaso n fo r the riv eted strength 
has passed but the riv ets remain 
in mo dern day Lev is. 
The Denim Co uncil say s 550 
millio n square y ards o f the indi- 
go -dy ed co tto n material will be 
pro duced in the U.S. this y ear 


which is do uble the amo unt need­ 
ed fiv e y ears ago . 
Any o ne who has been aro und 
jean wearers kno ws the o lder 
they lo o k, they better they are. 
New jeans must be washed nu­ 
mero us times befo re they are 
really right. 
No w jean makers are acco m­ 
mo dating this need. Strauss o ffi­ 
cials rev eal the co mpany will 
wash 50,000 po unds o f jeans a day 
this y ear and say they ex pect 20 
per cent o f sales to be the pre­ 
washed apparel. 


The jean craze is no t limited to 
the United States but has spread 
v irtually thro ugho ut the wo rld. 
They are wo rn in Euro pe, bo th 
East and West, in Asia and the 
Far East and in So uth America. 
What abo ut the Lev i Strauss 
Co mpany which was launched 
when miners wanted pants rather 
than tents? To day it makes mo re 
jeans than any business in the 
wo rld, altho ugh it has co mpeti­ 
to rs. Seco nd runner is Blue Bell, 
Inc. 
The blue jeans ex plo sio n 
bo o sted Lev i Strauss’ sales by 
23 0 
per cent between 1 97 0 and 1 97 4 .

Time , luc k infla tion c ure

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Fed­ 
eral Reserv e Bo ard Chairman 
Arthur Burns and Agriculture 
Secretary Earl Butz are no t being 
co mpletely frank in assessing the 
effects o f majo r Russian grain 
purchases o n the price we pay fo r 
fo o d. 
Technically , they ’re co rrect. 
On paper, the Russian purchases, 
as seen here, wo uld add aro und 
2.5 per cent to the grain price. 
But that’s o nly the beginning. 
Fo r o ne, that 2.5 per cent is o n to p 
o f a pro bable 5 .5 to 6 per cent rise 
which seems to be in the wo rks— 
making a to tal gain we can ex pect 
o f 8 to 8 .5 per cent. 
Then there’s the ripple effect 
o f price rises. So co unt o n sizable 
increases in what y o u pay at the 
gro cery sto re. 
The eco no mists I talk to hav e 
o ther bad news in sto re. They see 
an inflatio n rate o f 8 .5 per cent fo r 
the rest o f this y ear. In 1 97 6, at 
best, the predict 7 per cent to 7 .5 
per cent—assuming the best o f 
co nditio ns. 
If all go es well, by 1 97 7 o r 1 97 8 
inflatio n co uld be cut to 5 per cent. 
That is, if ev ery o ne do es the right 
thing. But it is unlikely that we’ll 
get belo w that 5 per cent figure, at 
least in the fo reseeable future. 
And ev en 5 per cent may no t be 
realized in practice. 


One so urce, who se eco no mic 
fo recasts hav e been far mo re ac­ 
curate than tho se o f his fello ws 
o v er the past 20 y ears, is no w co n­ 
v inced, in fact, that no o ne kno ws 
ho w to prev ent inflatio n. “ Once 
y o u’re caught in this cy cle,” he 
say s, “ I do n’t kno w any thing that 
can break it.” Ex cept time, if 
we’re lucky . 
The primary pressure in 1 97 6 
o n prices is ex pected to co me 
fro m industry —fro m the pro duc­ 
ers o f steel, no n-ferro us metals, 
machinery and o ther basic pro d­ 
ucts, as demand begins to gro w, 
fo rcing pro ductio n rates up fro m 
to day ’s dreary 65 per cent to 7 0 
per cent o f capacity . 
Seco ndly , 
wage 
earners, 
who se inco mes hav e no t kept 
pace with the co st o f liv ing, will 
demand their share. When and if 
unem plo y m ent go es do wn to 
so mewhere aro und 5 per cent, my 
eco no mist friends believ e that 
wo rking men will, o f necessity , 
press hard fo r mo re mo ney . 
These demands will, o f co urse, 
affect prices. The eco no mic ana­ 
ly sts I’v e talked to are surprised 
that wage increases to date hav e 
been so restrained o v erall. The 
av erage is so mo dest, co mpared 
with price rises, they ’v e no t been 
inflatio nary . As we all kno w fro m 
study ing o ur po cketbo o ks after 
v isiting the gro cery sto re and the 


gas statio n, it’s the co st o f fo o d 
and energy that’s fueling infal- 
tio n, no t wages. 
A hefty rebuilding o f inv ento r­ 
ies, after the drastic cutback 
they ’v e go ne thro ugh, will stimu­ 
late demand in 1 97 6. 
At the same time, ex pect to o , a 
substantial increase in requests 
fo r bank lo ans and an ex pansio n 
o f co mmercial paper. The U.S. 
Treasury will be in the market 
practically ev ery mo nth fo r mo n­ 
ey . The co mbinatio n will mo st as­ 
suredly driv e interest rates up, 
with the prime rate mo st pro ba­ 
bly hitting 9 per cent. 
This high co st mo ney will 
make industrial ex pansio n dread­ 
fully ex pensiv e. The co sts, o f 
co urse, will inev itably be passed 
o n to the co nsumer. 
In 1 97 7 we will begin to get in­ 
tensified 
demand-supply 
tight­ 
ness, since industry has no t o f late 
been putting much new capacity 
in place. New figures indicate 
that the 1 97 5 ex pansio n plans o f 
U.S. industry are 11 to 12 per cent 
less than in 1 97 4 in real terms, af­ 
ter disco unting inflatio n. Tho ugh, 
as o f no w, it appears that 1 97 6 will 
be so mehwat better, the o utlo o k is 
no t go o d. 
In summary , co unt o n co ntin­ 
ued inflatio n. Do n’t ex pect any ­ 
o ne to do any thing abo ut it—suc­ 
cessfully . 


Pre s ide ntia l priv ile ge que s tion

“ All presidential papers di­ 
rected perso nally to the President 
o r receiv ed directly fro m him, 
and tho se reco rdings in which the 
President perso nally partici­ 
pates, are abso lutely priv ileged. 
The President shall decide when 
the priv ilege is to be inv o ked and 
the ex tent o f the priv ilege.” 
This is the tex t o f an amend­ 
ment to the Co nstitutio n o f the 
United States urged by a Clev e­ 
land lawy er who believ es that the 
do ctrine o f separatio n o f po wers 
has been serio usly breached by 
the Supreme Co urt. 
On July 24 , 1 97 4 , Chief Justice 
Warren Burger handed do wn the 
co urt’s 8 -0 o pinio n in the case o f 
United States v s. Richard M. Nix ­ 
o n, President o f the United 
States, directing the President to 
pro duce certain tape reco rdings 
and do cuments relating to his 
co nv ersatio ns with aides and ad­ 
v iso rs. 
This was the famo us Water­ 
gate tapes case and was, in the 
o pinio n o f atto rney Jo seph O. Co y , 
“ the mo st impo rtant co nstitutio n­ 
al questio n which has co nfro nted 
the co urt in the 1 8 7 y ears since the 
Co nstitutio n was written.” Cer­ 
tainly , he say s, it ranks with the 
1 8 03 case o f Marbury v s. Madiso n 
(which was cited as a precedent 
in the tapes decisio n), in which 
Chief Justice Jo hn M arshall 
struck do wn an act o f Co ngress as 
unco nstitutio nal. 
In Marbury v s. Madiso n, the 
co urt assumed “ the pro v ince and 


the duty to say what the law is.” 
In United States v s. Nix o n, while 
it reco gnized ex ecutiv e priv ilege 
as fundamental to the o peratio n 
o f the go v ernment, it held nev er­ 
theless that “ the general asser­ 
tio n o f priv ilege must y ield to the 
demo nstrated specific need fo r 
ev idence in a pending criminal 
trial.” 
By v irtue o f these two deci­ 
sio ns, maintains Co y , “ The judi­ 
cial branch no w has established 
co mplete supremacy o v er bo th 
the legislativ e and the ex ecutiv e 
branches o f the go v ernment.” 


The questio n that will spring to 
mo st peo ple’s minds is, what 
wo uld hav e happened if Co y ’s 
amendment had been part o f the 
Co nstitutio n o at the time o f the 
W atergate scandal? The im ­ 
peachment pro ceedings against 
Richard Nix o n wo uld nev er hav e 
go tten o ff the gro und. 
Co y do esn’t agree. The ev i­ 
dence o n the tapes was no t all that 
crucial to the case against Nix o n, 
he say s. Ev en it it was, the fate o f 
o ne president o r o f a handful o f 
his subo rdinates was seco ndary 
to the o v erwhelming impo rtance 
o f the co nfidentiality o f the presi­ 
dential decisio n-making pro cess 
to the effectiv e functio ning o f the 
three branches o f the go v ern­ 
ment. 
He po ints o ut that the secrecy 
o f co ngressio nal pro ceedings is 
pro tected by the Co nstitutio n (Ar­ 
ticle I, Sectio n 5 ) and cites the de­ 
mands o f a special co mmittee 


headed by Sen. Frank Church, D- 
Idaho , that the Fo rd administra­ 
tio n pro v ide it with info rmatio n 
fro m Nico n White Ho use files 
abo ut CIA and FBI activ ities. 
This creates, say s Co y , the 
ano malo us situatio n o f the ex ecu 
tiv e branch being co mpelled to di 
v ulge info rmatio n to the legisla­ 
tiv e branch which is under nc 
co nstitutio nal o bligatio n to do the 
same. Inev itably , he fears, there 
will be all kinds o f leaks o f this in 
fo rmatio n, to the detriment o f the 
natio n’s intelligence apparatus, il 
no tits v ery security . 


Others read United States v s 
Nix o n differently . So me o bserv 
ers, alarmed at the gro wth o f ex 
ecutiv e po wer, warn that fo r the 
first time the Supreme Co uri 
fo und “ co nstitutio nal underpin 
nings” fo r presidential co nfiden 
tiality . Sev eral times the co urt al 
luded to the need to pro tect “ mili 
tary , diplo matic and sensitiv e na 
tio nal security secrets.” Indeed 
ev en as fate was abo ut to clo se ir 
o n him, Richard Nix o n ex pressec 
his gratificatio n “ that the co uri 
reaffirmed the v alidity and im 
po rtance o f the principle o f ex ec 
utiv e priv ilege—the principle ] 
had so ught to maintain.” 
In any ev ent, with Watergate 
still so fresh in the public mind 
Co y ’s 
pro po sed 
amendmenl 
seems mo re likely to remain o ne 
o f tho se things legal scho lars like 
to argue abo ut than beco me a 
cause many peo ple will rally be­ 
hind. 
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“The poor consumer! He never used to have so 
many troubles until all these consumer ad­ 
vocates came on to the scene!" 


Spreading throughout country 
Bank' s small business course popular

N EW YO RK (A P) - There’s 
an old chestnut, slightly m ari­ 
nated in cynicism, that banks 
are eager to lend money only to 
those who don’t need it. A lot of 
struggling entrepreneurs be­ 
lieve this to be so. 
Seattle-First National Bank 
didn’t set out to disprove the 
notion when it began a course 
in financial management and 
controls for small businesses, 
but that’s been' the effect. It 
won some customers for itself. 
It also earned respect and 
business 
from 
other 
banks 
around the country which seek 
to duplicate the goal of aiding 
small businesses run their af­ 
fairs properly, at least insofar 
as bankers are concerned, and 
«that’s very, very important. 
“ We were teaching at a com­ 
munity college in the Greater 
Seattle area,” said David Dur- 
yee, vice president, referring to 
himself and associate David 
Enger. “ As the course became 
more popular the college be­ 
came less enthusiastic.”

moved

course — 10 classroom meet­ 
ings one night a Week, 7 to 9:30 
and often beyond — to the 
bank’s headquarters. 
“ We had room for 30 people, 
but 120 signed up,” said Dur- 
yee. 
Demand has been that way 
ever since, and many students 
have been turned away. The 
bank is now preparing to offer 
the $95 course statewide, and 
for $5,000 it is offering banks 
throughout 
the 
country 
the 
rights to certain geographical 
areas. 


What they had done was to 
discover what apparently few 
other banks realized — that 
small businesses are eager for 
practical, immediately useable 
financial information straight 
from the banker’s mouth. 
“ We don’t have anything to 
do with theory or im plica­ 
tions,” said Duryee. “ We say, 
‘Here it is, use it, and don't 
worry about where it came 
from ,.” ’ Case studies are used. 
Students contribute their own 
experiences to discussions. 
The biggest single weakness 
of the small businessman. Dur- 


yee finds, is a lack of detailed 
and 
sophisticated 
planning, 
even prior to beginning the 
business, and then right on 
through 
— 
“ Literally, 
they 
don’t know what is happening.” 
The minimum planning of 
any business should include a 
pro forma income statement — 
sales, expenses and net income 
— and a cash budget for the 
next 12 months, he maintains. 
The importance of the budget 
forecast is especially important 
to the small businessman in 
dealing with his bank. 
“ Sometime during the year

you’re going to need cash,” 
Duryee tells the students. “ It 
can be very critical.” 
Bankers, who sometimes are 
considered enemies’ by small 
businessmen who keep poor 
records, like to be able to look 
a year ahead and anticipate the 
business’ needs and plan on 
credit. They don’t like to be 
surprised and mystified 
The other big problem of 
small businessmen, Dui vee be­ 
lieves, is that fast as a business 
grows, its cash needs always 
grow 
faster 
than 
the 
cash 
comes in. 


“ Cash needs always exceed 
cash sources in a growth situ­ 
ation,” he states. 
Without sound planning, this 
situation eventually leads to a 
crisis. Somewhere along the 
line the bank will say it just 
cannot make any more loans. 
The 
business 
becomes 
“ all 
loaned up,” and that means 
funds must be sought in equity 
markets. 
“ If someone isn’t willing to 
take an equity position the 
company can go bankrupt,” he 
continues. “ I've seen it. That’s 
the cycle.”

ago . 
“ I want to head o ut o f here, 
crawl o ff by my self and un­ 
wind,” the 3 1 -y ear-o ld Pitts 
said Tuesday after he learned 
that final actio n had been co m­ 
pleted o n a pardo n. 
‘‘I just want to see that par­ 
do n,” said Lee, 4 0. 
The two black men will walk 
o ut o f the Flo rida State Priso n 
at Raifo rd as free men o n Fri­ 
day , then they will be whisked 
into seclusio n by suppo rters 
who fo ught fo r 10 y ears to free 
them. 


“ I feel a bittersweet sense o f 
great jo y and y et underly ing 
so rro w,” said Public Defender 
Phillip Hubbart o f Miami. “ Jo y 
at this incredible v icto ry after 
lo ng, hard y ears and so rro w 
that it didn’t co me so o ner.” 
Pitts and Lee were co nv icted 
by an all-white jury o f the July 
1963 ex ecutio n-sty le murders o f 
serv ice statio n attendants Jesse 
Burkett and Gro v er Flo y d Jr. 
at Po rt St. Jo e. 
They had co nfessed to the 
murders, but later claimed that 
they were co erced and beaten 
into co nfessing. 
Sentenced to death in the 
electric chair, they spent mo st 
o f their first nine y ears in pris­ 


o n co nfined to 6-by -9 fo o t Death 
Ro w cells. 
Suppo rters o f Pitts and Lee, 
including Hubbart and Pulitzer 
Prize-winning repo rter Gene 
Miller o f the Miami Herald, 
embarked o n a crusade to free 
them. 


But ev en after the 1 966 co n­ 
fessio n by white co nv ict Curtis 
“ Bo o ” Adams to the Flo y d-Bur- 
kett murders, the legal struggle 
to free Pitts and Lee was no t 
o v er. 
The two wo n a new trial in 
1 97 2, but were co nv icted a sec­ 
o nd time by ano ther all-white 
jury when Circuit Judge D. R. 
Smith o f Ocala ruled that 
Adams’ 
co nfessio n 
was 
in- 
admissable hearsay ev idence. 


Go v . Reubin Askew issued a 
pardo n last week after an 18 - 
mo nth inv estigatio n o f his o wn, 
but under state law, such a 
pardo n must be signed by the 
go v erno r and three Cabinet 
members.

Ex tension Adv iser 
Along with the rou tine jobs of 
the homemaker’s day , canning 
and freezing fru its and v ege­ 
tables along with m aking 
pickles, jellies, jam s and other 
fru it spreads, keeps the home­ 
maker inv olv ed. 
The harv est is being gathered 
with gardens produ cing the last 
of the 
su mmer 
v egetables, 
apples, grapes and pears are 
now being harv ested. 
The homemaker 
is 
u sing 
some of these fru its in making 
jelly . For making jelly , pectin 
and su gar are needed for the 
fru it ju ice to thicken. Pectin 
may be obtained from u nripe 
fru it 
or 
com m ercially 
in 


powdered or liq u id form. 
When making jelly , whether 
with or withou t added pectin, it 
is best to prepare small cooking 
lots, as indicated in the recipe 
that y ou hav e. You generally do 
not hav e as good of resu lts 
when y ou increase the amou nt 
made from a basic recipe. 
In preparing the fru it, ap­ 
prox imate amou nts of fru its 
needed are su ggested in the re­ 
cipe to y ield the amou nt of ju ice 
called for in the recipe. This 
amou nt will v ary in fru its with 
the ju iciness of the particu lar 
lot of fru it u sed. 
Wash all fru its in cold ru n­ 
ning water, or wash them in 
sev eral changes of cold water 
by lifting them ou t of the water 
each time. Do not let the fru it

Prepare the fru it for fru it ex ­ 
traction as directed in the 
recipe; the method differs with 
different kinds of fru it. 
Ex tract the ju ice from the 
fru it by placing the fru it in a 
damp, jelly bag or fru it press. 
The clea rest jelly will be 
produ ced from ju ice that has 
dripped throu gh a jelly bag 
withou t pressing it. Bu t the 
greater y ield of ju ice can be ob­ 
tained by twisting the bag of 
fru it tightly or u sing a fru it 
press. 
Powdered pectin is mix ed 
with the u nbeated fru it ju ice. 
Liq u id pectin is added to the 
boiling ju ice and su gar m ix ­ 
tu re. Boiling time is the same 
with either form of pectin; a 
one-minu te boiling period is 
recommended. Accu rate tim ­ 
ing is important. 
Jellies made withou t added 
pectin req u ire less su gar per 
cu p of fru it ju ice than those 
with added pectin, and longer 
boiling is necessary to bring the 
mix tu re to the proper su gar 
concentration. Therefore, the 
y ield of jelly per cu p is less. It is 
u su ally best to add part of the 
pectin to fru it that is u nderripe, 
becau se u nderripe fru it has a 
higher pectin content. Use of 
one-fou rth u nderripe and three- 
fou rths fu lly ripe fru it is 
eenerallv recommended to as­ 
su re su fficient pectin for jelly . 
What can be done to make 
soft jellies firmer? 
It is not alway s possible to re­ 
make soft jellies so that the 
produ ct will be satisfactory . 
Howev er, soft jellies can some­ 
times be improv ed by recook­ 
ing. It is best to recook only 4 to 
6 cu ps of jelly at one time. 
TO REMAKE WITH LIQUID 


PECTIN: Measu re the jelly to 
be cooked. For each q u art of 
jelly measu re % cu p su gar, 2 
tablespoons lemon ju ice and 2 
tablespoons 
liq u id 
pectin. 
Bring jelly to boiling ov er high 
heat. Qu ickly add the su gar, 
lemon ju ice and pectin and 
bring to a fu ll rolling boil; stir 
constantly . Boil mix tu re hard 
for 1 minu te. Remov e jelly 
from the heat, skim, pou r into 
hot containers and seal. 
TO REMAKE JELLY WITH 
POWEDERED PECTIN: Mea­ 
su re the jelly to be recook­ 
ed. For each q u art of jelly 
measu re V4 cu p su gar, V4 cu p 
w ater 
and

teaspoons 
powdered pectin. Mix the pec­ 
tin and water and bring to boil­ 
ing, stirring constantly to 
prev ent scorching. 
Add the

thorou ghly . Bring to a fu ll roll­ 
ing boil ov er high heat, stirring 
constantly . Boil mix tu re hard 
for one-half minu te. Remov e 
jelly from the heat, skim, pou r 
into hot containers and seal. 
TO REMAKE WITHOUT 
ADDED PECTIN: 
Heat the 
jelly to boiling and boil for a few 
minu tes. Test the jelly for done­ 
ness. Use one of the three 
methods giv en here: With a 
thermometer, 
recommended 
for jelly , candy , or deep-fat fry ­ 
ing, which shou ld register 220 
degrees F., or dip cool metal 
spoon in the boiling jelly mix ­ 
tu re. Jelly shou ld form a sy ru p 
and fall off the spoon as one 
sheet. The third test for done­ 
ness of jelly is to pou r a small 
amou nt of boiling jelly on a cold 
plate, place in the freezer sec­ 
tion of the refrigerator for a few 
minu tes. The mix tu re shou ld 
congeal or “gel.” Remov e the 
jelly from the heat, skim, pou r 
into hot containers and seal.

Walker hav e argu ed that the 
law creating the p o werfu l State 
Bo ard o f Electio ns v io lates the 
1970 Illino is Co nstitu tio n and 
sho u ld be thro wn o u t. 
Ju d ge J. Wald o Ackerman o f 
Circu it Co u rt heard ,ral argu ­ 
ments Tu esd ay in a su it filed 
by Walker and o ne o f his fu nd ­ 
raising gro u p s against 
the 
bo ard , which ad ministers the 
electio n laws in Illino is. 
Walker has been at o d d s with 
the bo ard since 1973 when his 
v eto o f the legislatio n which set 
u p the bo ard was o v errid d en by 
the General Assembly . 
Hie su it was p ro mp ted by a 
co mp laint filed with the bo ard 
by the Better Go v ernment As­ 
so ciatio n, a p o litical watchd o g 
gro u p . The BGA co ntend ed that 
the Bo ard o f Electio ns sho u ld 
inv estigate whether the fu nd ­ 
raising gro u p , the All-Illino is 
Demo cratic Co mmittee, v io ­ 
lates camp aign d isclo su re laws 
by refu sing the d isclo se so u rces 
o f co ntribu tio ns. The AIDC was 
fo rmed to p ay o ff Walker’s 1972 
camp aign d ebt. 
Walker and the AIDC su ed 
the bo ard to blo ck the inv esti­ 
gatio n o f the BGA’s co mp laint 
and later bro u ght in the co n­ 
stitu tio nal issu e. The BGA say s 


Walker is try ing to tie the mat­ 
ter u p in the co u rts to av o id 
making the d isclo su res. 
Ackerman said he wo u ld an­ 
no u nce his d ecisio n in the case 
in abo u t a week. 
'Hie o v erall q u estio n inv o lv es 
whether the bip artisan bo ard is 
to be co ntro lled by the legisla­ 
tiv e o r ex ecu tiv e branches o r is 
to be ind ep end ent. The 1970 
Co nstitu tio n merely said that a 
bo ard sho u ld be created , bu t 
left the d etails u p to the legisla­ 
tu re. 
The key to the issu e is the 
u niq u e metho d by which mem­ 
bers o f the bo ard are selected . 
The fo u r legislativ e lead ers 
each no minate two p erso ns and 
the go v erno r p icks o ne fro m 
each p air to be o n the bo ard . 
To m Lo nd rigan, atto rney fo r 
the go v erno r, said the metho d 
makes the bo ard “su bserv ient 
to o r the alter ego o f the legis­ 
lativ e branch.” This, he said , 
v io lates the co nstitu tio nal p ro ­ 
v isio ns o f sep aratio n o f p o wers. 
Bu t the bo ard ’s atto rney , 
To m Scheu neman, argu es that 
the co nstitu tio n gav e the Gener­ 
al Assembly the au tho rity to 
d etermine ho w members o f the 
bo ard sho u ld be selected , which 
it d id . 
No matter ho w Ackerman 
ru les, the case is likely to be 


ap p ealed . 
The Illino is Su p reme Co u rt 
cu rrently is co nsid ering ano ther 
case that may test the metho d 
by which members are selected 
and remo v ed fro m the Bo ard o f 
Electio ns. 


That su it was filed by bo ard 
chairman Franklin Lu nd ing o f 
Chicago against Walker, who 
tried to fire him in May fo r al­ 
leged ly refu sing to file an eco ­ 
no mic d isclo su re statement as 
o rd ered . 


A Circu it Co u rt ju d ge in Co o k 
Co u nty blo cked Walker fro m 
firing Lu nd ing, and the case 
was ap p ealed d irectly to the 
Su p reme Co u rt.

“ The nig ht it to o k pla ce, I 
wa s sitting thinking ho w to 
dra w a picture o f the who le 
thing . Which I did the nex t 
da y ,” he wro te. 
Ho wze wro te there were 101 


prisoners in the room, “bu t 
only 17 elected to leav e....” 
Mu seu m Art Cu rator Robert 
Ev ans said Howze wants $12,- 
000 for his painting, a price 
many established 
American 
artists command . 


“I think he d id this primarily 
ou t of the fact art is a commu ­ 
nicativ e med ia and he wants to 
commu nicate something abou t 
what he ex prienced ,” Ev ans 
said . 
Most of the other work s are 
priced u nd er $100, and Ev ans 
said there are a few bargains 
av ailable. 
“If y ou can pick ou t the bet­ 


ter stu ff, it’s a place where 
people can 
probably mak e 
some thorou ghly perceptiv e in­ 
v estments and get a good piece 
of wall d ecoration at fairly in­ 
ex pensiv e prices,” he said . 


The su bjects inclu d e the tra­ 
d itional pastoral land scapes, 
still lifes of table settings and 
intrigu ing portraits of pretty 
women, craggy -faced old men 
and sou lfu l-ey ed y ou ngsters. 
Bu t as in Howze’s oil paint­ 
ing, the show inclu d es some 
work s which d istinctly reflect 
prison life. 
A copper bird cage prod u ced 
by a Joliet inmate in the 1890s 


stand s at the entrance to the 
ex hibit rooms. 
It resembles the hex agonal 
cellhou se arrangement at the 
prison, and sev eral v isitors said 
the feed er compartments for 
the bird s look ed lik e the k ey ­ 
holes on cell d oors. 


Also on ex hibit is a tiny mod ­ 
el of a jail cell by Gary Pope of 
Pontiac Correctional Center. 
Two miniatu re lamps light 
the room, which is abou t a foot 
long, fiv e inches wid e and eight 
inches high. 
The cell is fu rnished with a 
bed , a d esk and a d resser bu ­ 
reau . Miniatu re paintings hang 


on the walls, a shard of brok en 
mirror is set atop the d resser 
and a tiny snapshot of a woman 
is propped on the d esk . The toi­ 
let and washbasin were carv ed 
from soap and a broom hand le 
was fashioned from a d iscard ed 
beer can. 
Art programs hav e been u n­ 
d er way at some Illinois pris­ 
ons for 20 y ears. 
Corrections officials said they 


feel the introd u ction of su ch 
programs giv es inmates an op­ 
portu nity for self-ex pression, as 
well as a way to mak e money 
for u se after they are released 
from jail. 
Ev ans said he tried to get a 
rand om sample of art work s 
from a nu mber of prisoners 
rather than concentrate on the 
work s of ju st a few inmates. 
Work s are inclu d ed in the d is­ 


play from Joliet, Statev ille, 
Pontiac, 
Menard , 
Vand alia, 
Sherid an and Vienna Correc­ 
tional Centers. “It giv es y ou 
some id ea of what’s going on in 
prison,” Ev ans said . “It giv es 
people who may not liv e in a 
town where prison art d isplay s 
are held a chance to see what’s 
happening. It’s not all great 
art, bu t we feel it’s something 
ev ery one can enjoy .”

MOLINE, 111. (AP) - Harry 
Lorentsen say s he nev er will 
hav e time on his hand s as long 
as he has a piece of wood in 
them. 
He mak es grand father clock s 
in a d ay most people think they 
can only be fou nd in antiqu e 
shops. 
“Gu ess I’m ju st a chip off the 
old block , my father was a car­ 
penter and my grand father was 
a cabinet mak er,” say s 7 5 -y ear- 
old Lorentsen, who tu rns ou t 
the timepieces and other fine 
work s of wood in a shop nex t to 
his home. 
Lorentsen say s he has been 
in a semi-retirement since the 
Rock Island Plow Work s fold ed 
d u ring the d epression in the 
1930s. He mak es things from 
wood in the warmer months 
and traps and hu nts in the win­ 


ter. 
“I think I can mak e some­ 
thing ou t of any thing,” say s Lo­ 
rentsen whose craftmanship is 
reflected in hu tches, china 
closets, tables, stock s for rifles 
and shotgu ns, and d u ck and 
goose figu rines. 
“Bu t 
mak ing 
grand father 
clock s is the thing I lik e most,” 
he say s. 
“I‘v e mad e abou t 50 in the 
last 10 y ears, and there’s noth­ 
ing more satisfy ing to me than 
starting ou t with slabs of wood , 
mainly walnu t, and mak ing a 
grand father clock 8 4 inches 
tall. It tak es 125 pieces of wood 
and I ad d a few innov ations. 
The top cov ering lifts off easily 
when a cou ple of bu ttons in the 
back are tu rned and I’v e pu t 
little wind ows in the sid e of 
some clock s so y ou can watch 


the mov ements.” 
Lorentsen say s it tak es him 
100 to 125 man hou rs to mak e 
su ch a timepiece, which he 
sells for $5 00 to $600. He say s 
some factory -prod u ced grand ­ 
father clock s are fetching any ­ 
thing from $1,000 to $1,600. 
“I d on’t mak e mu ch money 
bu t I’m u nd er no pressu re,” he 
say s. “I refu se to mak e the 
clock s on ord er becau se then I 
wou ld hav e someone telling me 
how they want it d one. So I ju st 
mak e ‘em the way I want.”

linger ha s menta l pro blems, 
but they declined to cla ssify 
him a s lega lly insa ne. 
There wa s no co mic fla v o r to 
Ka llinger’s testimo ny , much o f 
which he seemed ex tremely re­ 
lucta nt to giv e. 
He is cha rged here with a 
Dec. 3 ,19 7 4 , ro bbery he a nd his 
12-y ea r-o ld so n, Micha el, a lleg­ 
edly pulled a t a suburba n Ha r­ 
risburg ho me. Micha el, 13 , is in 


a juv enile fa cility nea r Pitts­ 
burgh. 
The fa ther is a lso cha rged 
with o ne murder a nd o ther 
crimes in New J ersey a nd with 
a ssa ult a nd ro bbery in Ba lti­ 
mo re.

Ms. Bu schm ann said the recent re-opening in Los An­ 
geles of the inv estigation into the shooting of Robert Ken­ 
nedy has rev iv ed pu blic interest in the Am erican dilemma 
of political assassination. The ack nowledged ex pertise of 
Lane—form er attorney for accu sed assassin Lee Harv ey 
Oswald—and Freed—professor, play wright and social 
critic—will contribu te to this discu ssion. 
M ark Lane is the creator of two films inclu ding “Ru sh 
to Ju dgm ent,” a two-hou r docu m entary which recon­ 
stru cts the assassination of President Kennedy in Dallas 
and interv iew s ey ewitnesses nev er q u estioned by the 
W arren Commission. His second film, co-au thored with 
Freed, is entitled, “Ex ecu tiv e Action.” It is a featu re 
length fiction film based u pon fact starring Bu rt Lancas­ 
ter and Robert Ry an which shows how the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy cou ld hav e been planned. 
The au thor of six book s, Lane is a lawy er, form er 
m em ber of the New York State Legislatu re and fou nder of 
the “Wou nded Knee Legal Defense-Offense Com m ittee.” 
He is the only critic of the W arren Commission Report on 
the assassination of JFK who condu cted an inv estigation 
into the m u rder and who testified before the W arren Com­ 
mission. 
Lane, who teaches at the Law School at the Catholic 
Univ ersity of Am erica in W ashington, D.C., is now the di­ 
rector of the W ashington-based Citizens. Commission of 
Inq u iry . That commission has dem anded the release of all 
classified docu m ents regarding the cov er-u p of the death 
of President Kennedy , is analy zing av ailable docu ments, 
and will report to Congress regarding the role of the FBI, 
CIA and other federal police agencies in the cov er-u p. 
Freed, who has work ed closely with Lane while pu r­ 
su ing a stu dy of Robert F. Kennedy ’s death, will discu ss 
factu al ev idence regarding that assassination. His pres­ 
entation will deal with controv ersies ov er police inv esti­ 
gation and records and information prov ided in inter­ 
v iews with inm ates at San Qu entin Prison, where conv ict­ 
ed k iller Sirhan B. Sirhan is cu rrently serv ing time. He 
will also discu ss the m y steriou s woman in a “polk a dot” 
dress seen by ey ewitnesses in the pantry of the San F ran­ 
cisco hotel where the assassination occu rred. 
In his lectu re presentation, Freed will u se slides, films, 
and tape recordings to su pport his research on the chain of 
ev ents and the people inv olv ed in the m u rder of Robert F. 
Kennedy . He will also tou ch u pon the Bay of Pigs, the as­ 
sassinations of John F. Kennedy and Dr. M artin Lu ther 
King, and W atergate as related happenings. These discu s­ 
sions will inclu de his cu rrent inv estigation of CIA inv olv e­ 
m ent in domestic assassinations as well as behav ior m od­ 
ifications throu gh dru gs and other techniq u es.

a Southwest Louisiana town of 
some 10,000 predominantly Ca­ 
jun residents. 
Each year, people come from 
miles around to watch the frog- 
jumping 
contest, 
the 
frog- 
weighing contest, the frog-eat­ 
ing contest and selection of the 
Frog Queen, the most prized of 
all area honors. 
“ We pick the Frog Queen for 
beauty and poise and for not 


being afraid of frogs,” Babi­ 
neaux said in an interview 
Tuesday night. 


“ But most Cajun girls are 
quite used to frogs anyway.” 
He says proudly that last 
year one of his handcaught, un­ 
bruised contestants won the 
weighing contest at two and 
three-quarter pounds and that 
another placed in the jumping 
contest. 
Louisiana Frog began as a 


venture to sell frog legs to res­ 
taurants, then grew into provid­ 
ing the amphibians to labora­ 
tories 
and 
biology 
classes 
around the country. 


“ We even shipped some to 
Japan and Formosa,” 
said 
Babineaux. “ The Japanese fed 
them silkworms and were quite 
successful. Now they’re ship­ 
ping them back into the United 
States and cutting into our busi­ 
ness a little.”
